The 
Design : 


Power — What the Terms mean : 
Sense and How to Acquire It. 


Front Wheel Drive— Its Influence on Body 
Brake Horse Power and Rated Horse 


Road 


‘| BE introduction of the front wheel 
drive has established an entirely new 
standard in body work, and, though the 
principle has not yet been adopted by 
manufacturers in general, it has influenced 
to a very marked degree present-day 
designs of body work, notably as regards 
the lowered centre of gravity. There is 
no gainsaying the fact that the low-slung 
car is a prime factor in safe driving, and 
the improvement which this change has 
brought about mey be looked upon as one 
of the biggest and most important ad- 
vances that manufacturers have made 
during the past year. 

In conjunction with this advance the 
trail blazed by the Golden Arrow and the 
Blue Bird is- bound to bring along the 
fashion of scientifically stream-lined coach 
work, and, with the considerably reduced 
wind resistance that will result, safety in 
driving at high speeds will be enhanced by 
greatly reduced petrol bills. 


ABSENCE OF BODY SWAY. 


These low-slung cars are very fine to 
drive, and even after one has become fairly 
familiar with them, one wonders how it is 
possible to take curves at such high speeds 
without practically any body sway. The 
heavy rigid frame construction is respon- 
sible for some of this action. The frame 
members of the cars are deeper than those 
formerly employed, and the amount of 
cross-bracing that makers have intro- 
duced into this year’s cars exceeds any- 
thing that was contemplated before. 

Instead of five cross-members, there are 
now as many as seven, eight, or even nine, 
and the result is that when a car con- 
structed in this manner negotiates a piece 
of uneven road, very little chassis distor- 
tion is passed on to the body, with a corre- 
sponding absence of door rattle and 


window squeaks. Though car weights 
have increased to some extent, this is due 
to larger enginés, longer wheel bases and 
stronger frames, and it does not in any 
way affect economy because of better tyres, 
improved carburettor and manifold design, 
as well as sturdier construction through- 
out, which means reduced cost per mile 
and upkeep. 


UNIFIED DESIGN, 


Many of the changes in appearance 
which so clearly indicate this year’s pro- 
ducts have been brought about by im- 
provements which have been made in 
frame construction and design in conse- 
quence of which body-builders have been 
able to take greater advantage of the new 


frames. The body designs and the chassis | 
engineers now work side by side to build 
a body and chassis that is a real unit 
design. Hitherto it was customary for the 


chassis engineers to design the chassis 
“nd‘then turn over the finished article to 
the body department and ask them to 
produce a body that would fit it. This 
year’s cars mark the first occasion when 
a unified design of chassis and body has 
been produced by having the two designed 
together. 


HORSE-POWER PROBLEMS. 


The terms brake horse-power and rated 
horse-power at first sight look rather com- 
plicated to the majority of owners of 
motor vehicles, and the following simple 
explanations will make their meaning 


clear:—-When discussing the horse-power 
of motor cars it must be remembered that 
for every unit there are two different 
horse-power figures—the actual Aorse-

power developed (or the brake horse- 
power) and the rated horse-power. 
The term power In general, and 
horse-power in particular, means to 
an engineer the rate at which work 1s 
done. That is to say, a definite amount 
of power is necessary to lift an article 
weighing one pound three feet high... The 
rate at which the task is done, or the 
time that is taken in doing the task, is 
one minute. Thus the power developed is 
three-foot pounds per minute. 

James Watt defined one horse-power as 
55,000 foot-pounds per minute, and to this 
day Great Britain and America adhere to 
this measurement of power. On the Con- 
tinent the metric horse-power is used. It 
is equivalent to 75 metre-kilogrammes per 
second,, but actually there is little differ- 
ence between the two masurements, as 
one metric horse-power is equivalent to 


0.9863 British horse-power. 
OUTPUT OF POWER. 


The statement that a car 
develops forty horse-power at 3,000 | 
revolutions per minute means that if the 
engine were taken out of the chassis and | 
mounted on a test-bench, and its output of 
power measured by means of a brake, the 
figure of 40 h.p. would be returned when 
the engine is running at a speed of 3.000 
revolutions per minute. In many cases it 
is possible to make the engine run at a 
higher speed, but in all probability the 
output of power would decrease as the 
engine revolutions increased towards the 
upper limit. This is due to the fact that 
the amount of. mixture which actually 
finds its way into the cylinders becomes 
very small when the revolutions exceed a 
certain limit of speed. 

The rated horse-power of an engine has 
nothing whatever to do with its actual 
power. It merely represents a basis on 
which a motor vehicle is taxed. The 
British and American formule for arriving 
at the taxable horse- power of an engine 
are very similar, and in actual practice 


there is little or no difference between the | 


two methods of rating. 
ROAD SENSE. 


To the driver who always keeps his eves 
open and his wits alert many objects, 
often barely noticeable, suggest danger. 
Thus a ball rolling across the the road 
may be chased by an unseen child: 
pedestrian whose feet can just be seen 
under a cart by the roadside may sud- 
denly emerge from behind it. — 
drivers possess an uncanny 
divining that the child or pedestrian on 
the path will suddenly step right in front 
of them. 

One of the fascinations of driving is the | 
cultetation and exercise of road sense, | 
which may be defined as the art of antici- 
pation and intuition, which enables a 
driver to do the right thing under varying 
conditions. Road therefore, de- 
mands Imagination, courtesy and common- 
sense, a spirit of give-and-take and true 
sportsmanship. The human element is to 
blame in the vast majority of accidents, 
and undivided attention must be given to 
the task of driving a motor vehicle; for 
more accidents are due to carelessness and 
thouchtlessness than to ignorance, 
(ommon-sense will always ensure safe 
driving.

Mystery of th: Casement Ship. By Captain

CAPTAIN KARL SPINDLER’S book 


which has just been published, is of 
much interest with regard to the events 
which led up to the arrest in Ireland ‘of 
Sir Roger Casement just before the Easter 
week rising of 1916. 

Captain Spindler was in command of the 
Aud, the steamer which brought a cargo 
of arms and ammunition to Tralee Bay, 
and eventually was scuttled by her crew 
en route for Queenstown at ¢he order of 
a British warship. His job was a sailoi’s 
job—namely, to go out from Germany to 
Ireland; and he did it with great skill, 
so much so, indeed, that he reached the 
appointed place to find that something had 
gone wrong with the Irish accomplices 
to the adventure. 

Unfortunately, Captain Spindler on 
occasions allows his enthusiasm to get the 
better of his accuricy. The  fair- 
minded reader may be tempted to wonder 
whether his memory is serving him truly, 
especially with regard to the part about 
Casement’s tragic adventures in Germany 
and in Ireland. 

_ The second part of the book deals with 
Captain Spindler’s experiences while he 
was in England as a prisoner of war. Like 
most other war prisoners, he made many 
attempts to escape, which he describes 
In an interesting manner. Here again, 
however, one is tempted to ask if it is so 
easy as Captain Spindler suggests to hood- 
wink the British authorities. A little more 
generosity in his accounts of his enemies 
would have improved very much the effort 
of a man who, undoubtedly, was a good 
sailor.

HIS book contains the frank confes- 
| sion of the spiritual vicissitudes of sa 
man whose early life has been an upward 
climb from nonentity as’a clérk in a firm 
of grocers in London to priesthood. The 
story of his youth is told in a colourful. 
romantic atmosphere. The author is 
playfully humorous as he relates the 
events of his schoolboy days. 

He obtains a curacy, and comes under 
the strong, guiding influence of his friend 
Hallam, who is his serior curate. Now 
begins the inner conflict, the theorisings 
which form so large a part of this book. 
His outlook on life is ever changing: for 
his mind is the recipient of all rational 
ideas which appear to him to have their 
basis on truth. As a clerk the problems 
had been baffling and bewildering; then 
the unaccountable void in his life had 
found solace in religious devotion. Now 
his mental torture lies in a painful search 
after truth and reality. The foundations 
of his beliefs are shaken, and he becomes 
a prey to Modernism, whose funda- 
mentally destructive clement is inevitable. 
His faith in a connecting link between 
this world ‘and the world beyond is 
strengthened, however; and he believes 
that Christianity produces peaceable and 
conscientious citizens. “It seemed ty 
me,” he writes, “ that Jesus laid all the 
stress on the practical acceptance of His 
message, evidenced by conduct, and that 
the only discipleship He valued was that 
which was the inevitable result of becom- 
ing possessed by the spirit which inspired 
Himself.’’ : 

Sometimes he peers into the ‘‘ some 
thing beyond ” of philosophical religion, 
in the manner recently evolved by Tagore, 
who believes in the molecular wholeness of 
the human being, and, consequently, of 
humanity at large; but Mr. Webling 
thinks of the Resurrection as inconceiv- 
able in this spirit. 

In this vague and unfathomable subject 
of religion, which the author treats his- 
torically, metaphysically or as a figment 
of literature, Mr. Webling grones, but does 
not remain in the darkness. He hits unon 
some hard facts, and arrives at some defi- 
nite conclusions. After much cogitation he 
finds that what religion states in its mystic 
way, science and psychic research have 
proved to be correct. 

There is much in this book of a pon- 
derous and heavy nature, which the 
author has made a splendid and heroic 
effort to elucidate, and there are many 
ideas for the thoughtful reader to develop. 
Its poetic expression may appeal to those 
older readers who like pouring over a book 
by the fireside,

i LTHOUGH this book is called a novel,

In “ Ships of Youth,” Miss Diver once 
more writes about her beloved Desmonds;

galleries. ' Events of the Year,” an 
article giving a vast amount of informa- 
tion on the subject of picture sales, is illus- 
trated by numerous reproductions of 
famous pictures which have changed owner- 
ship in 1930.

will be delighted to have the second and 
third volumes from the same pen. In the 
period which has elapsed since the first 
volume appeared Mr. Lipson has changed 
his mind about his book sufficiently to 
change its title to ' The Economic 
History of England ’’. without qualifica- 
tion of any kind. 

That he is justified in the change 
readers of the first volume on the economie 
structure and conditions of England in 
the Middle Ages will recognise at once, 
and their recognition will be strengthened 
by the two volumes on '“ The Age of 
Mercantilism.’’ The three volumes now in 
the hands of students cover the period 
from the accession of Queen Elizabeth to 
the Industrial Revolution and the Agrarian 
Revolution of the end of the eighteenth 
century. In these new volumes, as in the 
first, Mr. Lipson is not tied to any such 
arbitrary periods as reigns or centuries, 
““chosen what seemed to be 
the most appropriate point of conclusion.”’ 
The subject under investigation, not the 
dates at which it becomes significant, is 
for him important, and every student of 
economic history will agree with him that 
it is the industry or organisation that 
matters. 

As the historian of the English woollen 
industry, Mr. Lipson might be expected 
to be particularly well-informed in that 
branch, but he proves himself equally well- 
informed about the group of industries 
which comprises wool, cotton, silk, hosiery, 
linen, coal and iron. This first chapter 
of the second volume will giv. the student, 
and even the expert, all the information 
that they are likely to need on the organi- 
sation and position of the seven leading 
in the English economic 


In a series of twel¥@ short sections the 
histories and activities of the Chartered 
Companies are conveyed adequately and 
succinctly, and then follows a thoroughly 
delightful chapter of over fifty pages 
devoted to agriculture and rural society. 
TH® late Professor Ashley, in his 
“ Economic History,’’ was probably the 
most exact chronicler of rural conditions, 
and in this chapter Mr. Lipson not only 
challenges comparison with that master, 
but actually surpasses him in brilliance of 
description and exactitude of definition. 

In the third volume the changes in in- 
dustrial structure and in the stratification 
of society, which resulted from the 
industrial changes, are very brilliantly 
outlined. In two magnificent chapters the 
whole economy of a great trading nation 
is laid bare, so that the 1eader actually 
can visualise the revolutionary changes 
which usually are referred to under the 
general title of ‘‘ The Mercantile System.”

1 notice that the new guest house 
opened this week on the Antrim Coast, a 
few miles from Ballycastle, has been 
named ‘‘ Corrymeela.’’ This is a graceful 
tribute to cne who not only has been 
the most popular Ulster poet of this 
generation, but has made Antrim par- 
ticularly known to the visitor from all 
parts of the world. The “' Songs of the 
Glens of Antrim’’ and ‘‘ More Songs of 
the Glens of Antrim ”’ have been reprinted 
so often that it would seem as if everyone 
in the English-speaking world must be 
familiar with them. 

In the best known of these poems Miss 
Moira O'Neill has sighed for ‘‘ Corry- 
meela, and the same soft rain,” so that an 
Irish emigrant roused emotions which 
bas brought many to see Corrymeela 
or themselves. It may be hoped that the 
new “ Corrymeela’’ will have as little as 
possible of “ the same soft rain,” and it 
may also be hoped that its visitors wil] 
sigh for it in the same crooning manner as 
the gifted author who has made the name 
so well known. The visitors may still find 
some Andy Whelan with whom to “' have 
a crack ’’ when time hangs heavily. 


“Che World’s Largest Jewry. 


From a pamphlet of Jewish statistics 
which has come to my notice, I perceive 
that the number of Jews in the United 
States of America at the end of 1927 was 
4,228,000. In 1881, when the great migra- 
tion of Jews from Eastern Europe began, 
there were only 230,000 Jews in ‘‘ the 
States,’’ so that the Jewish population has 
increased by nearly four millions in less 
than fifty years. 

In New York City alone there are up- 
wards of two million Jews, and the popula- 
tion of News York is Jewish to the extent 
of nearly twenty per cent.—that is, one 
in every five persons is a Jew. These 
figures are.yery significant in comparison 
with other centres of Jewish population. 
In England, for instance, the Jewish popu- 
lation does not number more than 250,000, 
of whom 170,000 reside in London. In 
Ireland. the number of Jews is small—not 
more, I believe—though I invite correction 
than 5,000 all told. Of these about one- 
half reside in Dublin, and the remainder 
in Cork and Belfast. 

American Jewry is probably the largest 
aggregation of Jews that the world has 
ever seen, and certainly the largest in the 
world to-day. The number of Jews in 
Russia ig estimated at 3,000,000, and in 
Poland about 4,000,000, while, strange to 
say, the Jewish population of Palestine, 
the ancient home of the race, is said to be 
only 100,600. I might also mention that 
the entire Jewish population in the world 
to-day is said to be about sixteen millions. 


Trains. 


Railways: have a fascination for almost 
every boy; as a schoolboy I knew imore 
about the locomotives of the various lines 
than I did about almost anything else. 
In the passing of years this interest has 
not evaporated altogether, and the display 
at Ballsbridge in connection with the Irish 
Railways Centenary revives it afresh. I 
notice that; of the locomotives exhibited, 
the only one of ancient vintage is a 
‘* Coppermob,’’ a type greatly favoured in 
Northern England during the late ’ fifties. 
Doubtless,.4ts older and younger brethren 
haye passed to the scrap-leap, thence to 
the land of oblivion. It is a matter for 
regret that so many locomotives, famous 
in their day, have been scrapped without 
regard for posterity, but most of the rail- 
Way companies appear to have been in- 
different to history. 

There m a museum at York wherei 
several of the more famous British loco- 
motives of the nineteenth century are 
retained.” "Rhe latest addition, saved by a 
miracle a few) weeks ago, is the Great 
Western Railway’s ‘‘ City: of Truro,” 
which holds the world’s “record ’” for 
speed by a steam locomotive. In May, 
1904, this engine, drawing a train from 
Plymouth to Bristol, reached the speed of 
102; miles per hour. Later, on the same 
day, another engine, of the type with 
single driving-wheels, took the same train 
from Bristol to Paddington, reaching a 
speed of nearly 92 miles per hour at 
times. «These speeds were accurately 
timed and officially recorded, but only 
one of the “record ’’-makers remains to- 
day, its feat unequalled in modern times. 


Puffins at Howth. 


While strolling round the lower cliff 
path at Howth the other day, I noticed 
several puffins on one of the inaccessible 
rocks close to the edge of the sea. These 
quaint little birds: are not so frequently 
seen on the mainland as they are on 
Ireland’s Eye, where there is a consider- 
able colony. It is always a pleasure to 
watch them on account of the remarkable 
contrast between their gay colouring and 
solemn demeanour. There is a curious 
Suggestion abvut the puffin of a dignified 
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| very nimble on the wing, an 
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old gentleman in evening dress, who has, 
through absence of mind, omitted the 
lower portion of his attire. The huge 
red and yellow beak, the black coat and 
tie, the white waistcoat, and the bright 
orange legs help to create the impression. 

In spite of their somewhat awkward 
appearance when walking, puffins are 
can wheel 
and turn in the air with the grace of a 
kittiwake. They belong to the auk 
family, and are sometimes known as sea- 
parrots. The female puffin digs a burrow 
instead of building a nest, but she is not 
above laying her eggs in a rabbit-hole if 
one happens to be convenient. 


The Judge Retorts.

An Old R.D.S. School, 


One of the chief glories of the Royal 
Dublin Society during the eighteenth 
century was its School of Mineralogy. 
The nucleus of the museum estab- 
lished then was formed by the speci- 
mens of fossils and minerals sent from 
different parts of the country bv a 
surveyor employed by the Society, Thus, 
from Clare and Waterford came valuable 
clays for the making of glass and 
pottery. Specimens of flags and slates 
came from Longford, marble from Antrim, 
terrass from the Island of Rathlin, and 
go on. 

In 1792 a famous mineralogical collec- 
tion, known as the Leskean cabinet, was 
purchased and added to the museum. It 
had been arranged by a distinguished 
German professor, and was considered a 
unique example of its kind. The Society 
decided to open it for inspection by the 
public, and so much interest was aroused 
that many people sent donations of 
shells, beetles, and similar things, while 
contributions came from Rome, Malta 
and Egypt. Communication was also 
established with the Imperial Museum in 
Vienna, and specimens of meteoric stone 
were exchanged. The Irish example, 
which went to Austria, fell in County 
Tipperary in 1810. 


Al Strange Proverb. 


I was talking over the times the other 
day with a countryman, who viewed with 
very little satisfaction the ways of these 
days. When I expatiated upon the 
advantages enjoyed by the people of to- 
day, compared with those of the last 
generation, instancing the ease with which 
he could get to town and the like—‘‘Ayah, 
wisha,’’ said he, “ don’t be talking. Sure, 
Kerry cows know Sundays.” He ex- 
plained that these very facilities only 
safved to drain his kets ; for ease in 
réaching town spelt ease to his wife and 
children in spending money. 

I asked him how the proverb came to 
apply. In the earlier nineteenth century, 
he told me, the extreme poverty of the 
people made meat impossible for them; 
they lived substantially on potatoes and 
buttermilk, or even on potatoes and 
water, salted by a pick of herring. In 
Kerry, however, when enclosures con- 
tinued to absorb common land, the hard 
conditions bred savagery, and it came 
to be customary for men to see that they 
got “a taste + i 


“ and 


in their mouths on a 
Sunday by visiting landlord's or agent's 
cattle on a Saturday night and drawing 
blood off them to savour their Sunday 
meal. So the saying came into existence. 


Waterless Athens. 


- I find it difficult to believe that until 
this year the modern city of Athens should 
have been without an up-to-date water 
system ; yet such was the case. Until the 
tapping of the Marathon Lake was begun 
in 1926, no scheme to furnish the city 
with a proper supply was definitely set on 
footy since the aqueduct of the Emperor 
Hadrian was abandoned eighteen hundred 
years ago. In the seventies and eighties, 
when the Alexandria, St. Petersburg, 
Monte Video and Seville undertakings 
were floated, several attempts were made 
to get a concession for Athens, but none 
succeeded. The Marathon project has 
just been completed, and the city can now 
command over 9,000,000 gallons a day. 
Half of this volume it got in advance in 
1929, when the nine-mile Boyiati tunnel, 
which brings the water from the lake, 
struck a previously unsuspected subter- 
ranean river. Until then the capital of 
Gree» enjoyed the questionable distinc- 
tion of being the only capital in Europe 
that relied on .itinerant pedlars for its 
supply of so essential a commodity as 
water, 


Ghe Gsar’s Books. 


It 1s a far cry from Leningrad to 
Washington, but I notice that the books 
once thumbed by Tsars now rest on the 
shelves of the Congressional Library in 
the Capitol. Sixteen hundred volumes 
from the Winter Palace library of 
Nicholas II. were brought to the United 
States by a New York bookseller, who sold 
them to the Congressional Library. 

The collection is remarkable, because 
most of the volumes were presentation 
copies; and, since they were intended for 
the Tsar’s library, they were printed on 
extra fine paper. Though most of these 
books bear the book-plate of the late Tsar, 
several of them belonged to-his predecessors 
on the Russian throne; one even dates 
back to Peter the Great. The collection. 
which is a treasury of fine bindings, covers 
the field of Russian military and social 
history, and contains books on biology, 
ethnography, religion, music and sport. 


Mr. R. M. Hooper. 


All his friends and colleagues were grieved 
vesterday when they heard of the untimely 
death of Mr. R. M. Hooper, who for many 
vears was a member of the /rish Times staff. 
n his younger days Mr. ‘Hooper -vas 
a fine athlete—he played centre forward 
for Ireland—and up to the last was 
a magnificent swimmer. Every morning 
found him at the “' Forty-foot.’ He was 
well known throughout Ireland, being a 
member of a distinguished family. One of 
his brothers was the late Mr. John Hooper, 
of the Free State Statistical Department;

and a third, Dr. W. Hooper, the well-known 
physician. The Jate Mr. R. M. Hooper was 
a first-rate journalist. He had a light, concise 
style, and his descriptive writing was marked

Another exhibit which 1s 
worthy of notice is ‘‘In a Connemara 
Valley.’"” Here Mr. Crampton Walker has 
preserved the open-air atmosphere in an 
admirable manner, and has pictured the white 
misty clouds half-veiling the summits of the 
hills in a way which testifies to his artistic 
observation and his skill in painting.

FOUNDERS’ FAITH. 


That day they found the labours of two 
centuries accepted as worthy of honour— 
honour conferred by many of the most en- 
lightened and important institutions of Great 
tritain, and conveyed to them by men of 
renown in every branch of learning. It was, 
indeed, a time when they should look back, 
and in all humility reflect on those earlier 
efforts of the great founders of the Society 
and endeavour to partake of their faith and 
hope for the future.

‘*Premium Madden,” as he was called, gave 
liberally in order, by means of premiums 
awarded for efficiency in any direction of 
mental or material progress, to deal with the 
general stagnation. 

‘In a letter to the Dublin Society, dated 
1759, Madden offered ‘‘to procure gentlemen 
who shall for two years certain pay £130 per 
annum to your treasurer to be solely applied 
to the following purposes :—viz., £30 to ex- 
periments in agriculture and gardening, £50 
to the best annual invention in any of the 
liberal or manual arts, £25 to the Best 
annual picture, and £25 to the best statue 
made in lreland.’’ The letter concluded by 
specifying that if certain monetary conditions 
were fulfilled by the Society the gentleman, 
who was obiously Madden himself, would con- 
tinue his benefactions for his life. 


HARMONY AND UNITY. 

The scope of the Society’s interests, as 
specified at that early date by Madden, was 
much the same as to-day if the great subject 
of scientific research, but little known in 
Madden’s time, was added. In that most 
modern branch of human endeavour the 
Society could claim some successes, and. in- 
deed, successes in advance of our time, as 
in the work of their Radium Institute. 

In conclusion, Professor Joly said —“lI 
venture to think that the events of this week 
may be regarded as showing that the sun 
has risen upon our labours, and that the 
night has tlown, we hope, for ever. We 
hope that harmony and unity of endeavour 
will for ever continue to increase in our 
beloved coiintry.”’ 

Professor Joly then announced that the 
Society had asked him to hand to Sir John 
Purser Griffith their Boyle Medal, which -is 
awarded by them to men who have specially 
distinguished themselves in the world of 
science for Ireland,

advantages of Belfast Harbour and the 
efficiency which has marked the adminis- 
tration of the port throughout its history, 
thees being wh ss in the charges which, 
for the services rendered, are substantially 
lower than at other ports. It is worthy of 
note that the total reductions in dues and 
other charges since 1923 amount to about 
£500,000. It will be recalled that sub- 
stantial concessions were granted even 
this year. i 

The policy of the Harbour Commis- 
sioners has always been one of progress 
and development, and the present Board, 
under the chairmanship of Mr. R. E. 
Herdman, D.L., has worthily maintained 
the traditions connected with the manage- 
ment of the Trust. At present 4 
great new dock is in course of construc- 
tion, giving employment to hundreds of 
men, the estimated cost being in the 


neighbourhood of £400,000. 
EDUCATIONAL PROBLEMS. 


The educational! controversy in Northern 
Ireland seems as if it will never have an 
end. The Londonderry Act of 1923 was 
hailed as the “ Children’s Charter,’’ but 
since then it has been amended almost out 
of existence. A new subject for discus- 
sion has arisen relative to religious in- 
struction for students in Stranmillis 
Training College. The committee oí 
management of that institution 1s com: 
posed of prominent. laymen, but the 
combined Churches want it to be “ re-con. 
stituted so as to include representatives of 
religious interests,” and “ that, in the 
event of the existing committee being con- 
tinued so as to consist of nine members. 
not less than five should be added who 
would be representative of the Protestant 
Churches.”’ 

The curious thing is that the lay com- 
mittee objected to the introduction of a 
denominational atmosphere, and the 
Government was presented with a problem 
dificult to solve. Lord Charlemont, the 
Minister of Education, has now offered 
to set up a committee of representatives 
of the Protestant Churches to advise him 
on any question relating to the religious 
instruction and spiritual welfare of the 
students in the des. and he also points 
out that there are already three chaplains 
appointed whose duty it 1s to give lectures 
to the students on religious subjects. It 
would be well if these differences between 
the Government and “ religious interests ” 
were composed. A bad effect is being 
created by dissensions. 


MIMIC WARFARE. 


The Northern area is to be the scene 
of combined naval and military opera- 
tions, which will commence on the 6th 
July and end a couple of days later. 
Mimic battles are always interesting, but 
these will be on a small scale. The naval 
unit will be H.M.S. Warspite, which left 
Belfast Lough to-day for Larne, where 
she will remain until next Wednesday, 
subsequently returning to Bangor Bay. 
The military will be represented by troops 
of the Northern Ireland Command, and 
at the conclusion of the operations they 
will be disembarked at Bangor, while the 
battleship will leave shortly afterwards to 
join the Atlantic Fleet. 

H.M.S. Malaya also left Bangor to-day 
on her way to Blackpool. Many pleasant 
ceremonies took place during the visit of 
the warships, officers and men being 
hospitably entertained. On Coronation 
Day both ships were picturesquely de- 
corated, and the usual celebrations 
associated with men-of-war took place, a 
salute of twenty-one guns being fired. A 
luncheon party was given by Rear-Admiral 
French on board Warspite in honour of 
the occasion, at which Lord and Lady 
Londonderry, Colonel Sharman-Crawford, 
the Lord Mayor of Belfast and other 


prominent citizens were present.

THE RELIGION OF 
ERASMUS SMITH.

(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE MEREDITH.) 

Evidence of a historical nature in relation 
to shades of religious doctrine in the 17th 
century was given during the resumed hear- 
ing of the action of the Governors of the 
Erasmus Smith Schools against the Attorney- 
General and a number of ‘‘special defen- 
dants,” in which the preliminary issue is 
whether the paramount object of the trusts 
created by Erasmus Smith was educational or 
religious.

Kingsmill Moore and Mr. T. U. O’Dell (in- 
structed by Messrs. Darley, Orpen and Syn- 
nott) appeared for the plaintiffs; Mr.

Mr. Thomas K. Linmer, Clerk of Christ's 
Hospital, London, was called to give evi- 
dence regarding the contents of Box 123, 
which he said was the Erasmus Smith box 
that was kept in a strong room in the 
hospital, and regarding the foundation and 
history of the hospital. Originally, he said, 
Christ's Hospital was a Church of England 
institution, founded in the reign of Edward 
VI. Queen Mary tried to force them to teach 
the Latin catechism instead of the King 
Edward VI. Prayer Book, and their treasurer 
resisted, and was put in prison. They held 
to the Church of England Prayer Book 
throughout, and did so down to the pre- 
sent. A large part of the hospital was burned 
in the Fire of London, and Erasmus Smith 
was largely responsible for the rebuilding of 
it, and subsequently built an additional wing 
to the hospital. & 

FUNDAMENTAL AGREEMENT. ! 

Professor W. A. Phillips, Lecky Professor’ 
of History, Trinity College, Dublin, Cave 
further evidence regarding religion in the 
second half of the seventeenth century. and 
said that there was fundamental agreement 
het ween the different shades of Protestants on 
the sufficiency of Scripture as the rule of faith 
and conduct. To his mind, Erasmus Smith 
was a type of man who was deeply religious 
and who did not care twopence whether he eae 
governed hy Bishop or Preshvterian so long 
as he was governed in the Protestant faith 
according to the Scriptures. Erasmus Smith. 
in the opinion of witness, conformed readilv 
to the changes through which the Protestant 
(hurch passed because none of them was 
inconsistent with his fundamental beliefs. 

Assuming that Erasmus Smith was a T'ro. 
t ‘ant of the Puritan type, what he meant 
by ‘education in the fear of God and gocd 
terature ” could best he answered bv 
from authoritative contemporary 
sources, and of these, so far as the educa- 
ona’ system was concerned, perhaps one of 
the most significant was the last clause of the 
eovenant entered into by the members of the 
' Church of New Fugland.

Mr. MacENTEE (F.F., Dublin 8.) said that 
the estimates showed that the National Army 
ex-officers’ gratuities were free from income 
tax. He saw no reason why discrimination 
should he made in the case of widows of the 
men killed in 1916, whose pensions were 
taxed. and the case of the ex-officers of the 
National Army. : 

With regard to the sugar tax. he estimated 
that an ordinary labonrer's family consumed 
four and a half pounds per week, and that 
the extra halfpenny per pound amounted to 
twopence farthing a week. or nine shillings 
and ninepence a year, which he regarded 
as a heavy tax npon the small farmer and 
the agricultural jabourer.

came poorer. 

BEET SUGAR FACTORY. 

Mr. DAVIN (Labour, Leix-Offaly) said 
that the House was entitled to some 
explanation from the Government in regard 
to their attitude towards the present dispute 
in the beet sugar industry. There was no 
doubt that the dispute had been provoked 
by the action of the directors of the beet 
factory in definitely challenging the riglt 
of the farmers growing beet io organise 


for industrial purposes.

MAY MOVE TO END TARIFFS. 

Mr. LEMASS (F.F., Dublin, 8.) .said

’Connell and the Labour Party wanted to 
have the tariffs removed, retained, or in- 
creased. 

Mr. O'CONNELL said that if he felt 
that there was to be no further development 
or no greater rate of development than dur- 
ing the past seven years, he would he 
prepared to reconsider his sition, and 
take off the tariff altogether. e would not 
be content with tariffs alone, but would take 
other and more effective measures to increase 
manufacture. 

Mr. LEMASS said that the tariff on boots 
had been selected for attack by the advo- 
cates of free trade in this country. They 
appeared to see here a weakness in the 
tariff wall, and hoped that by hammering 
at “ they would destroy the whole tariff 
wall. 

“ AN UNANSWERASBLE CAGE.” 

He maintained that there was an unan- 
swerable case for the protection of the boot 
industry in this country, and if the tariff 
had done nothing more than preserve the 
indastry during the last six years when 
other industries were disappearing then the 
tariff was justified. 

They fond that during the last four 
years, when there had been a world-wide 
slump in industry, the boot manufacturers 
in this country had actually increased their 
output, and increased the number of opera- 
tives in the industry. The industry was 
more firmly established now than it had 
been at any time in the srecent history of 
this country. 

If the tariff were increased to thirty-five 
or forty per cent. the English factories 
would set up their businesses here, but that 
was not what was wanted. One of the diff- 
culties of the. tariff policy was that they 
must have side by side with it some method 
of www, control of industry here in this 
country. The Government appeared to have 
ignored that aspect of the question alto- 
gether, and had made no attempt to restrict 
the operation of foreign-controlled factories. 

INVESTMENTS ABROAD. 

If they let the industries of the country 
pass into the hands of external owners, in 
the long run it would mean that there would 
be a great deal less wealth and less employ- 
ment here, At present they could not take 
that risk. £200.000.000 of Trish capital was 
invested abroad to-day, and people who con- 
trolled that capital could be induced to bring 
it back to this country if there was a use 
available for it. It should be the policy of 
the Government to induce these people to 
do that.

TOWN TENANTS BILL.

On the resumed discussion in committee of 
the Town Tenants Bill, 1950, 

Mr. LEMASS (F.F., Dublin, 8.) moved an 
amendment providing that on the expiration 
of a building lease the local authority should 
have the right to become the owner of the 
land concerned, and pay interest to the 
ground landlord to provide him with a sam 
equal to the rent he had been receiving. The 
amendment also provided that the rever- 
sionary lease, which, under the bill, would 
go to the landlord, should ‘go to the local 
authority, which would pay to the ground 
landlord the same ground rent that the land- 
lord would receive. The local authority 
would thereby step into the shoes of the 
middleman, taking the profit rent, to be used 
for community purposes.

LABOUR LEADER CALLS 
FOR INQUIRY. 


Mr. O'CONNELL (Lab., Mayo 8.) said 
that the taxes on petrol and sugar would 
fall more heavily on the poorer classes of the 
ccmmunity than upon the better-off classes. 
The taxes were put on in order to give re- 
lief to a certain section of the community, 
but, if it was a question of giving relief, the 
section that deserved it and needed it most 
should have the greater consideration. That 
was not the case here. A tax was definitely 
being placed on the poorer classes in order 
to meet the cost of relief to be given to the 
big farmers. 

He thought it essential that they should 
immediately examine the ‘question as to 
whether the tariff system was the method by 
which they were to bring about the revival 
and development of their industries here. 
He thought that the tariff issue was one of 
the big issues at the 1°xt election. He 
thought that the time had new arrived when 
they could say whether tariffs had been tried 
sufficiently long to enable one to form judg- 
ments as to their effects, and whetner they 
should be reviewed and how. ' 

INVESTIGATION NEEDED. — 
There should be some «kind of inquiry or 

Commission of investigation, not of one 
particular tariff, but of al! tariffs since 
they were first imposed seven years ago, 
so that they could ascertain whether the 
objects the Honse had in view had been 
achieved, and, if so, to what extent. 

They found that a som of one and three- 
quarter million pounds had been paid by the 
purchasing public by way of boot tariff since 
the imposition of the 15 per cent. in 1924. 
The declared object of that tariff was to de- 
velop the boot industry in this country, but 
were they, he asked, satisfied that the de- 
velopment im those intervening seven years 
was evervthing it ought to be? 

In 1930 there were 104,000 dozen pairs of 
boots and shoes imported in excess of the 
number imported in 1924.

If nothing more was going to be done by 
the home manufacturers than had been done 
in the last seven years then he, for one, was 
prepared to reconsider his attitude towards 
this tariff.

DE-RATING, GOLD AND 
BOOT TARIFF. 

Mr. BLYTHE, Minister for Finance, said 
that the practice here was the same as in 
England with regard to retrospective legisla- 
} tion on income tax. In England the Revenue 
authorities went back six years in dealing 
with incomes, and that was effective pro- 
vided the charge was made three vears after 
the death of the person. Some time ago a 
man died who had an estate in England 
valued at £80,000, and the tax on that would 
not have been paid unless there was power 
to go back on a number of years. 

As to the petrol tax, he said that there 
were thousands of families who would not 
be affected in any appreciable way by it. 

DE-RATING: BEET. 

Dealing with the question of de-rating, he 
said that a man could only gain rehef at the 
most to the amount of his rates. The man 
who paid only a pound or two in rates could 
ge at a maximum only that amount. The 

enefit of the de-rating system was that the 
relief could be passed on immediately to 
agriculture. There were other measures 
wich would be intrinsically better, but the 
disuivantage was that they were slower, and 
the benefits accruing from them would not 
materialise in full for years. 

Referring to the dispute over the price of 
sugar beet, the Minister said that there was 
a prospect that negotiations between the 
factory and the beet growers would be ye- 
sumed, not in regard to the price payahje 
in the present season, but with regard jo 


ful it was better not to say much about the 
details of the points in dispute. 

No more could be said than was said by 
the Minister for Agriculture when he in- 
dicated the definite opinion that the factory 
could have afforded to pay more.

At the end oí May next year there will be 
held in Dublin the biggest conference that 
has met in the Free State for many vears. 
It is the annual conference of the Railway 
Clerks’ Assoviation. The delegates to this 
conference, including the Executive Com- 
mittee and officials, number close on 550, 
whilst friends of the delegates, wives, etc., 
number at least an additional 600. This will 
mean from 1,100 to 1,200 visitors to Dublin 
for nearly a week. 

The membership of the Association is 
about 65,000, aad extends to all parts of 
Great Britain and Ireland, the Channel 
Islands, and several coast towns in Belgium 
in which British railway companies have 
established shipping offices.

Of the eighteen by-elections which have 
been fought in England during this year 
those at Ardwick and Wavertree have 
furnished the most important verdicts. In 
neither case was there any change in the 
division's representation ; the importance 
of these struggles lies in the simple fact 
that they were fought in Lancashire, and 
together showed a fall of over eight 
thousand in the Socialist poll. Ardwick’s 
verdict was especially significant.

One 
explanation of this regrettable feature may 
be found, no doubt, in the working man’s 
class-conscious disinclination to vote for a 
man whom he supposes, quite wrongly, to 
represent a reactionary party. A more 
convincing explanation, however, may be 
found in Conservative hesitancy in vital 
matters. All thoughtful persons in Eng- 
land. are conspicuously dissatisfied with 
their Socialist Government and with the 
Liberals, who are keeping it in office.

Cruelty to Animals. 


Quis custodiet custodes? Toss of self- 
control by human beings is exhibited as a 
common cause of cruelty to animals; but 
all the members of the Royal Society for 
the Prevention of Cruelty to Animals do 
not practise what they preach. Its annual 
meeting in London yesterday produced 
noisy scenes, and was abandoned in dis- 
order, because a section of the members 
demands its own way at any cost—even 
at the cost of the Society’s power for good. 
This section seeks to impose on the Society 
a policy which would denounce all experi- 
ments on animals and all sports that in- 
volve the hunting of animals. It is certain 
that, if they should succeed, a vast amount 
of public support would be withdrawn from 
the splendid work, and the 
animals of these islands would be the real 
victims. All educated persons, save a 
small minority, hold that experiments on | 
animals, conducted with the maximum 
absence of pain, are justified by their great 
benefits to suffering men, women and 
children. To such experiments the world 
owes science s effective campaign against 
diphtheria and diabetes. Fox-hunting, as 
a sport, is rooted deeply in English and 
Irish regard, and the Society in both 
countries draws its most valuable help 
from lovers of horses and hounds. , Our 
readers are familiar with the multifarious 
aspects of its work to prevent cruelty and 
to inculeate a high national standard of 
kindness. The Society is the vigilant 
friend of horses, donkeys, dogs, cattle. 
cats—-of every dumb creature that inhabits 
our streets and fields. Sir Robert Gower. 
M.P., the chairman, who was howled 
down yesterday afternoon, was able to 
announce yesterday morning that, as a 
result of the Society 's efforts, the use of 
the humane killer had been made compul- 
sory at the Vaugirard abattoirs. Now the 
Society's very existence seems to be in 
danger; for, if the extremists capture it, 
many members will resign. We hope 
earnestly that such a calamity in England 
—if it occurs—will not be allowed to 
penalise the cause of mercy in Ireland.

Decibels 


Less than a hundred years ago it might 
have been said fairly that noise connoted 
progress, and Soviet Russia, intent on the 
mechanising of her once quiet cities and 
plains, probably thinks so still. Among 
nations, progress now 
demands the diminution of sound— whence 
arise rubber pavements, noiseless type- 
writers and fibre needles for the grama- 
phone. To make a real onslaught on un- 
necessary noise, science pleads that we 
must know how loud any particular noise 
is, and the National Physical Laboratory 
at Teddington, near London, devotes a 
part of its energy to the measurement ol 
sounds. It has invented a scale of degrees. 
Zero on this scale marks the point at 
which a noise becomes easily perceptible 


civilised however. 


to the human ear; and degrees above zero 
are calculated in “ decibels,’’ every one of 
which represents approximately the least 
change in loudness that the human ear 
can detect. Common noises show an in- 
teresting range, from ‘‘ quiet whisper ” at 
10 decibels to “ noisy aeroplane ” at 110 
decibels. Conversation, for example, is 
reckoned at 50 decibels, and is equalled by 
‘“ quiet car passing ’’ in the street, by the 
sound inside a “ quiet tram (windows 
shut),’’ and by “ moderate clatter’’ in a 
restaurant. The interior noise of an 
omnibus or train, too, is reckoned equally 
with “ moderate London traffic’’ (heard 
from outside), with “ average music ” in 
a restaurant, and with ‘loud -radio 
speech ” in the home. Many people have 
lamented the absence of tube trains from 
Irish cities. Perhaps, it will console them 
to learn that the tube train, at 90 decibels. 
is precisely as shattering as the pneumatic 
drill. Who, after either din, would 
not take refuge in “ quiet garden (20 
decibels) ?’’

ACTION IN NEW YORK 
HIGH COURT.

FROM AMERICA, ENGLAND 
AND FRANCE,

NEW YORK, Thursday. 


It is announced that the United States 
is taking part with the Bank of England, 
the Bank of France and the Bank of Inter- 
national Settlements in a _ 100,000,000 
dollars (£20,000,000) loan to the German 
Reichsbank. 

The announcement is made by the New 
York Federal Reserve Bank, which states 
that, in association with other Federal 
Reserve banks. and with the approval of 
the Federal Reserve Board, it has agreed 
to purchase from the Reichsbank up 
to a total approximately equivalent to 
£5,000,000 of prime commercial bills. 

The agreement is made, it is added, in 
co-operation with the Bank of England, 
the Bank of France and the Bank of Inter- 
national Settlements as part of a credit 
arrangement for the Reichsbank Bank 
aggregating twenty million pound.. 

It is explained in banking quarters that 
the arrangement has been made in order 
to tide the Reichsbank over the mid-year 
settlement period, recent heavy losses of 
gold by the Reichsbank having reduced its 
reserves approximately to the legal 
minimum of 40 per cent. |

STATE-OWNED 
SHIPPING. ' 


ITS FAILURE IN CANADA. 
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From Revter’s CORRESPONDENT. 
OTTAWA, Thursday. 

That State-owned shipping is a failure— 
from the purely finanria! point of view, at 
any rate, as distinguished from the 
national one—was evidenced by a sug- 
gestion made to-day by Sir Henry 
Thornton, President of the Canadian 
National Railways, before the Commons 
Committee on Railways and Shipping. 
Possibly the Government-owned merchant 
marine should be abandoned was the hint 
he threw out. “We should either engane 
in business with effective weapons or get 
out,” he remarked, adding that the 
‘boats were deteriorating and becoming 
antiquated. 

Canada's national merchant marine has 
been operated as a subsidiary to the 
Canadian National Railways; also a 
national institution, and has a fleet of 
thirty ships. It was started ‘Mf wartime, 
and involves a capital investment of ap- 
proximately ninety million dollars. It 
has been operated with an annual loss of 
several millions. | 


TEN YEARS’ LOSS. 

Under the conditions now obtaining, by 
which the whole Government-conducted 
merchant marine business is being con- 
tinued at a large annual loss, Sir Henry 
Thornton said that it would be more 
economical to tie the boats up, although 
provision would have to be made with 
private cumpanies for the continuation of 
the trade service. 

The fleet, he said, might be liquidated 
at «approximately ten million § dollars. 
During the past decade the operation of 
the fleet had involved a loss of over fifty- 
seven millions, imneluding operating 
deficits. depreciation, ete. 

Mr. R. J. Manion, Minister of Railwavs, 
told the Committee that responsible 
shipping interests had assured him that if 
the Government fleet were withdrawn they 
would look after all existing services.

HE second reading of the Town

Pandemonium 
at R.S.P.C.A. 
Meeting. 


CHAIRMAN 
UNABLE TO: ' 
SECURE ORDER. 


HE annual meeting of the Royal 

| Society for the Prevention of Cruelty 

to Animals ended in pandemonium in 

London yesterday. After two and a 

uarter hours of almost continuous uproar 

the Chairman, Sir Robert Gower, M.P., 

declared the meeting ended, when not more 

than half of the business on the agenda 
had been completed. 

The climax came with the ejection of Mr. 
Alastair A. MacGregor at the chairman’s 
orders. Mr. MacGregor had endeavoured 
to speak several times during the meeting, 
but had been ruled out of order by the 
chairman; who stated that as there was a 
considerable amount of business to 
transact he intended to give preference to 
the older members. Mr. MacGregor again 
attempted to speak and was asked to leave 
the hall. “I refuse,” retorted Mr. 
MacGregor. ‘‘ Then I ask that you be 
taken out,’’ said Sir Robert. 

Gripping a chair and struggling with 
three or ins men, Mr. MacGregor was 
taken from the room. The whole audience 
and several members of the Council on the 
platform then rose to their feet, and many 
from the body of the hall rushed up the 


| centre gangway to the front of the plat- 


form shouting and gesticulating. The 
uproar was tremendous. Through the din 
the chairman’s hammer could be heard 
thumping the table, and finally by means 
of loud-speakers Sir Robert declared the 
meeting ended and left the chair. 

Sir Robert’s closure was applied at 

5.15 p.m., but it was not until after 6 
o'clock that the last members of the 
Society left the room. Throughout the two 
hours which preceded’ the final dramatic 
scene Sir Robert’s hammer had been in 
almost continuous action, and at least 
half-a-dozen times he threatened to end 
the meeting before finally doing so. 
_ Before the meeting started those attend- 
ing were met on the stairs by a dozen men 
and women distributing leaflets. One 
leaflet stated: ‘‘ If the body calling itself 
the R.S.P.C.A. Members’ Association 
succeeded in the attempt to turn the 
Society into an anti-vivisection and ex- 
treme no-sport Society, it would be 
disastrous to the animal welfare cause 
generally.’’ 


APPEAL FOR UNITY. 


After Sir Robert’s election to the chair 
his announcement that the rules made it 
necessary to proceed with the election for 
vacancies on the Council before dealing 
with the report led to the first outbreak 
of uproar. Sir Robert’s voice was drowned 
for several minutes by the general din and 
cries of ' Turn out the vivisectors and the 
hunting men.’’ Having appealed for 
unity’ for the sake of the dumb animals, 
Sir Robert announced his intention of pro- 
ceeding with the election. He had, he 
said, consulted eminent counsel as to how 
the meeting should be conducted, and 
unless the proper procedure were followed 
the only alternative would be to end the 
meeting. 

When the Secretary rose to read certain 
names his voice was lost in a series of 
hisses, mingled with a chorus of ‘‘ Lady 
Cory.”’ . 

‘TI insist on being heard,” said Lady 
Cory, making her way towards the micro- 
phone in front of the chairman. For fully 
five minutes Lady Cory stood there en- 
deavouring to speak, the chairman's 
hammer endeavouring to secure order. So 
the meeting proceeded, the only period of 
continuous quiet being one of about a 
quarter of an hour when the Hon. Stephen 
Coleridge was speaking on. a non-con- 
tentious resolution. 

Later, when Lady Cory had been called 
upon to open the discussion on the report, 
the chairman ruled certain of her remarks 
out of order, with the result that uproar 
again burst out. An elderly man imme- 
diately made his way tc the front and 
shouted to the chairman: ‘‘ I am a naval 
officer and an Irishman. This is nothing 
but Ballyhooley, and I am going out.”’ 

The Chairman described as ‘‘ without a 
vestige of truth ” certain allegations con-

The adverse trade balance 
was being robvetd every year; the National 
Loans stood as high as any in the money 
market; the national debt was within the 
amount of a single years revenue. Pro- 
gressive schemes were being evolved through 
native legislation in the realms of science, 
agriculture and industry, and, last, but not 
least, they had this movement engaged in 
the work of character-buildmg, inculcating 
in young and old alike habits of self ielian-e 
and foresight, and infusing a spirit of true 
citizenship into the people. 

The continued success of the movement 
would, he was sure, in a relatively short 
time place this country abreast, if not ahead, 
of nations, with infinitely greater oppor- 
tunities of becoming progressive, prosperous 
and independent. 


THE LATE MR, GILL. 

The Very Rev. T. Finlay, S.J., 
D.Litt., moved that the Congress 
its sense of loss at the death of Mr. i. P. 
ill, who had been identified with 
any movements of national importance 
during pis lifetime. The National 
Thrift movement also came under 
his patronage, and his work had been most 
invaluable. This movement had tended to 
stabilise to a signal degree the institutions 
of the new State. That movement had given 
the people of the country a personal interest 
in the institutions of the Government and in 
the stability of their financial system, and, at 
the same time, brought the virtue of thrift 
into the homes of the people. All that was 
largely due to the efforts of the late Mr. Gill. 
The. Rev. Dr. Osborne seconded, and the 
motion was adopted, the assembly standing. 


IMMENSE ISSUES, 


The Chairman, on behalf of the delegates, 
expressed warm appreciation of the welcome 
which the Lord Mayor had extended to them. 
He said that the Lord Mayor's private home 
was like a public institution, where from early 
morning until late at mght individuals from 
all classes in the community sought material 
and moral assistance. 

He hoped that those responsible for the 
conduct of the public affairs of the country 
would recollect that, outside and apart from 
the material side of this question that they 
were concerned with that day, there 
were immense issues of real practical 
importance to the country at stake from the 
moral, social and character standpoints, the 
value of which could not be over-estimated, 
and which might be easily forgotten if they 
were not rubbed in. ,

WHAT NATIONAL THRIFT 
MEANS. 


Mr. Blythe, Minister for Finance, addressed 
the Congress, and said that a great loss had 
been sustained by the thrift movement by 
the death of Mr. T. P. Gill, the first Chair- 
man of the Committee. That Congress, he 
said, had been called with the object of 
increasing public interest in the thrift move- 
ment which had been carried on under the 
Central Savings’ Committee, and the various 
local committees that had been formed. The 
savings movement was one of social and 
national importance; it was one of immediate 
benefit to the State and to the community 
through the State. 

The fact that they had a steady inflow of 
capital sums through the sale of Savings 
Certificates had undoubtedly had the effect of 
raising the credit of the State, and had 
enabled them to choose their own terms in 
the matter of borrowing. 


IMPROVED CREDIT, 


In that direct way their credit had been 
improved by the work of the Committee. 
The very fact that these savings were being 
made reacted beneficially on the national 
credit. The social effects of the movement 
were very great indeed. There was no doubt 
that a country was enabled satisfactorily ™ 
face crises which might arise from time to 
time only as the result of savings. A 
country which lived up to the last penny of 
its income, a country that lived from hand 
to mouth, was in a bad state to meet any 
new period of lean times or unexpected diffi- 
culty.

WHY HE WENT TO FRANCE.

BANK CHEST, 


TWENTY-FIVE YEAR 
SEARCH ENDED.

The O'Connell Challenge Cup, which has 
been missing for almost a quarter of a 
century, has been discovered in a chest 
containing a quantity of silver that has 
been lying in the Royal Bank of Ireland, 
Kingstown. 

This cup, which stands about fifteen inches 
high, and which-is made of solid silver, has 
inscribed on it “ The O'Connell Centenary 
Challenge Cup, presented by the people 
of Kingstown for Senior Fours.” It bears 
the date 1875, and is of very artistic work- 
manship. 

The chest containing a quantity of house- 
hold and other silver was "in the 
strong-room of the bank some twenty-five 
ears ago, on the death of the late Mr. 
W. R. Barrett, of St. Albans, Sandycove, 
who for a great many years wag a prominent 
amateur yachtsman in Dublin. It is not 
known how the cup got into his possession, 


but it is thought that it was given to him | 


for safe keeping. The chest remained in the 
bank until the death of Mr. Barrett’s son, 
Mr. A. W. Barrett, and it was only when 
the executors went to examine its contents 
a day or two ago that the discovery was 
made. 

At the period when the cup was up for 
competition Kingstown possessed one of the 
foremost clubs in Ireland, and its crew was 
a a competitor at Henley and other 
cross-Channel regattas.

ALLEGED FRAUDS ON 
BANK. 


ACCOUNTANTS IN GRAVE 
CHARGE.

Four men are at present in custody in 
connection with alleged frauds on Lloyd’s 
Bank, Ltd., the amount involved being pro- 
visionally estimated at £81,000. They are 
John Cole-Hamilton and Joseph Wellcoats 
Mackinnon, two Glasgow chartered 
accountants; Alexander Young, of Filey 
Court, Worthington, Lancashire, and Henry 
Cecil Turner, of Holly Bank, Fieldhill. 

The two accountants, who were airested 
on Wednesday, were brought before the 
Stipendiary at Glasgow yesterday, charged 
as follows :—‘‘ With conspiring together with 
other persons to cheat and defraud Lloyd 's 
Bank, Ltd., by publishing false and frau- 
dulent statements, in writing, as to the assets 
and liabilities of Mitchell and Marsden, 
Lid.; Verdun Textiles, Ltd. ; Anglo-Scottish 
Textiles, Ltd., or Anglo-Scottish Spinners, 
Ltd.”’ 

They were formally remitted to Batley, 
Yorks., where they will be charged to- 
day with Young, who has already been 
handed over to the West Riding police. 

Henry Cecil Turner, the other man accused, 
appeared in court a“ Batley on Wednesday, 
and was remanded in custody until July 
He has lately been manager of the Greenhill 
Mills, Batley, which were formerly run by 
the Anglo-Scottish Textiles, Ltd. 

Mr. G. G. Kershaw, who prosecuted on be- 
half of the bank, said that there were 120 
charges, that might be conveniently de- 
scribed as fraudulent conversion of money, the 
property of various companies with which 
the accused was concerned, and that, as the 
amount was in the neighbourhood of £81,000, 
he strongly opposed bail.

A ‘pa on “' Factory Inspection ” was 
read by Miss B. Stafford, M.A., at a meetin 
held y ing of the Statistical an 
Social Inquiry roy of Ireland. The meet- 
ing, which was the fifth of the current session, 
was held at the Royal Irish Academy, Dawson 
street, Dublin, and the chair was taken by 
the President, Mr. J. C. M. Eason. 


THE PAPER. 

The paper read by Miss Stafford, who is an 
inspector under the Ministry of Industry and 
Commerce in Dublin, dealt with the practice 
of the law in administering the mspection 
of factories, pointing out init i the 
effect of the Labour chapter the 
Treaty of Versailles, which ma é for the 
establishment of the International Labour 
Organisation, with the view of securing 
international agreement as to humane con- 


ditions of labour, 
inspection, the paper

ealth and safety of 
enforcement of statutory standards. 

There were two conceptions of factory 
inspection to be found in every country, 
though their relative importance varied. 
According to one of these principles the 
law itself embodied the detailed regulations, 
which the inspectorate had merely to enforce. 
The other principle was to draft the law 
in general terms and allow the inspectorate 
to interpret it either by passing general 
regulations to carry it into effect, or by 
issuing individual orders to define its scope 
and meaning. = 

After dealing with the conditions in 
some other countries, notably Great Britain, 
France, and Germany, Ireland was more 
specifically dealt with. 


INSPECTION IN THE FREE STATE. 

In Ireland, up to 1922, factory inspection 
was carried on by inspectors responsible to 
the British Home Office. On the establish- 
ment of the Free State the ag legislation 
in operation consisted of the Factory and 
Workshops Acts, 1901 to 1920, together with 
Regulations and Welfare Orders made in 

ursuance of these Acts. This inherited 
egislation is the law that is at present being 
administered, subject to the modifications 
made subsequent to the establishment of 
Saorstat Eireann. 

The inspectors responsible for the enforce- 
ment of this legislation are civil servants in 
the Department of Industry and Commerce. 
Unlike the British Inspectorate, the officers 
occupying the posts of Chief Inspector and 
of District Inspector have duties other than 
those assigned to them under the Factory 
and Workshops Acts. Furthermore, the In- 
dustrial Inspectors are, in An Saorstat, the 
inspectors responsible, not merely for the 
enforcement of the Factory and Workshops 
Acts, but also for the enforcement of the 
deferminations of the Trade Boards. 

The appointment of new inspectors in the 
Saorstat is made on the recommendation of a 
Selection Board established by the Civil 
Service Commission, and a probationary 
period of two years is required to test them 
for fitness for the duties, at the end of which 
period they are required to pass a qualifying 
examination in the administration of the 
various Acts. 

SOCIAL LEGISLATION. 

Concluding, Miss Stafford pointed out that 
just twelve years ago the signatories to the 
Treaty of Versailles enunciated as the first 

rinciple of their creed of social peace that 
bhas should not be gn gy as a com- 
modity to be bought and sold. The struggle. 
she said, was no longer between the up- 
holders and oppouents of the Articles of the 
Treaty, but was to find and maimtain a 
balance between productive equipment and 
consumption. The almost unprecedented de- 
pression which was sweeping rapidly over the 
world had slowed down the movement for pro- 
gressive social legislation, and the most that 
could be achieved in a country even as 
favourably situated as the Saorstat would be 
the maintenance of existing standards and 
compliance with existing regulations. 


THE VOTE OF THANKS, 

Mr. Charles Eason, proposing. a vole of, 
thanks to Miss Stafford, said that the paper 
raised no contentious issue, for all were 
agreed with the need for factory inspection. 

Mr. Eason said that he had with him a 
report of the factory inspectors, and he saw 
that out of twenty-five prosecutions twenty- 
one applied to creameries. It seemed curious 
that creameries should be so involved, 
although the offences might merely be 
technical. Creameries were numerous In 
Ireland and a recent form of factory, and 
perhaps it was that they had not the indus- 
trial training and experience of the older 
industries. 

Mr. Luke J. Duffey,- general secretary, 
Irish Union of Industrial Workers, second- 
ing the vote, observed that Miss Stafford had 
confined herself to the matter of the carrying 
out of inspection, and he was sure no one 
could complain of the way in which imspec- 
tion was carried out. He did think, 
however, that there might be an inquiry 
into the adequacy of the staffs that carried 
out the inspection. He thought 1t necessary 
to press on the adequate administration of 
the present. law and the amendment of that 
law as was found necessary. 

The Chairman, adding his observations to 
those of other speakers, said that he was 
sorry the paper did not give some practical 
account of what had been done. There was 
no use in having Acts on your statute book 
if they were not enforced. There should be 
100 per cent. efficiency. 

Several of those present spoke in terms 
of appreciation of the paper read by Miss 
Stafford, who made suitable reply. 

Mr. J. P. Colbert was elected a member 
of the Society on the recommendation of the 
Council.

ANOTHER CASE IN 
COUNTY DOWN. 


“TOO SOON TO RESUME 
IRISH EXPORTS.” 


HE Northern Ministry of Agriculture 
announces that a further case of foot- 
and-mouth disease was confirmed on a 

farm at Downpatrick last night. 

The animal and twenty others on the same 
lands were under restrictions, and were due 
for immeé«ijate slaughter as suspicious cases. 


NO EXPORTS AT PRESENT. 


Colonel Howard-Bury (C., Chelmsford) 
asked the Minister of Agriculture in the 
House of Cemmons yesterday whether, seeing 
that there is no foot-and-mouth disease 
in the Irish Free State, and that there is 
already a Customs barrier between Northern 
Ireland and the Irish Free State, he will 
differentiate between exports of cattle coming 
from the Irish Free State and those that 
came {rom Northern Ireland. 

Mr. Ross (C., Londonderry) asked the 

Minister if he knew that no cattle from 
County Down are shipped from Londonderry, 
and whether, in view of this fact and the re- 
moteness of County Londonderry from the area 
of foot-and-mouth disease infection, he would 
consider the possibility of permitting the 
export of cattle from Londonderry, with a. 
certificate as to their origin being outside the 
infectious area. 
Dr. Addison, replying to both questions 
together, said —I have no official information 
as to the actual places of origin of cattle 
originally shipped from Londonderry to 
Great Britain. On the 23rd June 1 was 
mformed by the Ministry of Agriculture 
for Northern Ireland that disease was 
estimated to have existed unreported in 
County Down since the first week in June. A 
period of twelve days, therefore, elapsed be- 
fore the Government of Northern Jreland were 
aware of the existence of the disease, and 
movements of animals during the interva) in 
that county were uncontrolled. According to 
information received from Northern Ireland, 
ten outbreaks had been confirmed up to 23rd 
June. In the circumstances it is too early 
yet to consider the question of the resump- 
tion of imports of animals from any part of 
Ireland. 


THE “ STANDSTILL ORDER.” 


Dr. Addison also stated that he will con- 
sider the question of releasing parts of Great 
Britain from the operation of the ‘‘ Standstill 
Order’’ as from July 1 if there are no further 
outbreaks of foot-and-mouth disease outside 
the existing infected areas. ' 
From REvuTER’s CORRESPONDENT. 
WELLINGTON, June 25. 
Owing to the fresh outbreak of foot-and- 
mouth disease. in the North of England, the 
Government are maintaining the recent 
embargo on the importation of live stock. 
In the Dail yesterday, 
_ Mr. HOGAN, Minister for Agriculture, 
informed Major MYLES (Ind., Donegal) 
that he regretted that he could not make 
any modification of the Order prohibiting 
cattle returning to the Saorstat in the case 
of farmers exhibiting at the Derry Show. 
There was a disease risk involved in the 
matter, as animals from different areas 
in Northern Ireland were exhibited at the 
show.

UNITED STATES AND 
IRISH BANKS. 


RUMOUR that the United States 

postal authorities had taken some 

definite acaon to prevent the retention 
of money sent by Americans for the purchase 
of sweepstake tickets in the Irish Free State 
was current in Dublin yesterday. 

The rumour was to the effect that the 
United. States Post Office authorities had 
threatened to stop all letters addressed to 
Irish Free State banks, unless money sent 
for sueepstake tickets was returned to the 
senders in America. 

In banking circles in Dublin yesterday no 
official confirmation of this reported action on 
the part of the United States could be 
obtained. Bankers, however, were agreed that 
the rumour had some foundation, suice action 
is almost certain to be taken by the Govern- 
ment, not only in the United States, but also 
in England. 

It was not thought, however, that letters 
to Irish Free State banks would be stopped 
by the United States Post Office, as the 
matter is one that should properly be dealt 
with by the various Governments concerned. 
The stopping of letters by a State Depart- 
ment would, in the opinion of Dublin 
bankers, be a high-handed, if not unwarrant- 
able, action.

Mr. F. E. Rebbeck, J.P. (chairman and 
managing director), presided, and, in the

attached to the position and realised that. 
while it was a mark of their confidence, it 
was accompanied with great responsibility. 
Nevertheless, from my intimate knowledge 
of the personnel, the plant and the organisa- 
tion of the company, I felt convinced that 
Harland and Wolff could face the position 
with courage and the conviction that there 
is still a future for the great shipbuilding 
and engineering companies in this country. 

As you will see from the report, the year's 
working has resulted in a profit of £105,745, 
after providing a sum of £250,000 for de- 
preciation. The result is not such as you 
and I would desire to see as the outcome 
of a year’s working of this large undertaking, 
but, in view of the prevailing depression in 
the heavy industries, it cannot be regarded 
as altogether unsatisfactory. and shareholders 
will find on comparing that result with that 
shown in the accounts of other shipbuilding 
firms and companies that we have cause to 
be thankful, even for only small mercies, 
in as much as in these days of intense com- 
petition, we have been able to hold our own 
to the extent that we have done in 1930. 

Unfortunately, with the steady falling off 
of work in the yards, the present year must 
show a muclr less satisfactory result. The 
entire absence of + w inquiries at this 
season of the vear means that no new work 
is likely to come forward in time to influence 
the current vear’s results. 

After adding to the net profit of £105,745 
the sum of £132.307 bronght forward, the 
balance is £238.053, which the directors re- 
commend should he carried forward.
